Many of the RMAs projects now in existance have resulted from informa- 
tion brought out in these conferences. The Committee on R.MoAsprojects makes 
the following report: . 


1. There is a possibility of a 20-30 percent cut. in Federal-RiA funds 

for marketing work for the fiscal year 1952. Livestock marketing 
educational work has in recent years been conducted in this area on.a 
limited demonstrational basis.
